Take Island 
Off Sale Block, 
Probers Urge 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 


Following an’ investigation of 
wildlife possibilities of a 980-acre 
iskand in Georgia’s marshlands, 
the State Game and Fish Commis- 
sion has requested the state prop- 
erties committee to withdraw this 
land from the auction block so it 
can be used to develop and pio- 
tect seafoods, game birds and fur- 
bearing animals. 

“Members of our staff have 
made a thorough investigation of 
this island between St. Simons and 
Sea Island in Glynn county, which 
has been offered for sale by the 
state properties committee,” Direc- 
tor Charles N. Elott wrote the 
property committeemen. “The 
game and fish commission is con- 
vinced that this tract of land might 
serve the state more advantage- 
ously under proper management 
by the game and fish department 
than through a sale to private own- 
ers. We therefore are requesting 
that this property be turned over 
to the commission for the pur- 
poses of oyster and other seafood 
rehabilitation and as a refuge for 
certain game birds and fur-bearing 
animals on the coast.” 

He enclosed an investigator’s re- 
port which declared at least 200 
acres of the land could be used 
for oysters, bringing in an income 
of from $20 to $150 per year. The 
report said the island unquestion- 
ably has oyster development pos- 
sibilities, and oyster occur in some 
quantities on the area at the pres- 
en. time. 

The report also urged that the 
island be retained by the state so 
it could be used as a sanctuary for 
marsh hens and mink. 

The island is slated to be auc- 
tioned November 2, following a 
resolution by the 1943 legislature 
which stated the land is of no com- 
mercial value to the state and it 
should be sold and proceeds turn- 
ed into the state treasury. 

Members of the properties com- 
mittee include Governor Arnall, 
State Treasurer George B. Ham- 
ilton and Chairman Walter Mc- 
Donald, of the public service com- 
mission.

Income lax Boost 


Is Flatly 


Rejected 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(AP)—The administration plan 
to increase individual income taxes by $6,500,000,000 was 


flatly rejected by the House 


Ways and Means Committee 


today as it decided to streamline part of the tax structure 
without altering materially the total “take” from personal 


incomes. 
Under the plan the present five 
per cent victory tax would be abol- 


ished but’ the revenue would be 
made up in other ways, such as 
increasing the normal tax rate on 
individuals from.six to 10 per cent, 
and disallowing the 10 per cent 
earned income credit. 


Whereas tue Treasury had pro- 
posed lifting the victory tax in 
such a way that the tax burden 
would be removed from some ‘,- 
000,000 low-income ‘persons, the 
house committee voted specifically 
that this group must go on paying 
taxes, although they apparently 
will now be called income taxes 
rather than victory levies. 

The resolution on merging the 
victory and income taxes, ap- 
proved 16 to 8 and to be effective 
January 1, 1944, said: 

“It is the sense of the committee 
that whatever individual income 
tax plan is adopted by the commit- 
tee there shall be no additional 
burden imposed on the individual 
taxpayer except such incidental 
burden as results from the inte- 
gration of victory tax.”

Marigny’s own 
statement that he was at home, in 
bed and. asleep during the early 
morning hours when his million- 
‘aire father-in-law, Sir Harry 
Oakes, was being killed by a 
brutal attacker last July was read 
today to the Bahamas supreme 
court jury which is trying him for 
murder. 

But even before Attorney Gen- 
‘eral Eric Hallinan placed De Ma- 
rigny’s indignant denial into the 
record, he produced testimony to 
cast doubt on the defendant’s 
story 

The slender, 35-year-old hus- 
‘band of Sir’ Harry’s daughter, 
Nancy, gave his statement to po- 
lice when he was arrested July 9 
—the day after the gold mining 
tycoon was struck four times on 
the head and his body set afire 
while he slept in his country home, 
Westbourne. 

“It is a ridiculous charge,” De 
Marigny declared. “I had no rea- 
son to do it.” 

Retired at 2:30 A. M. 

Telling about a dinner party 
previously described by witnesses, 
De Marigny said he retired at his 
Victoria Avenue 
2:30 a. m. after driving two of the 
guests to their home near West- 


cottage about

a. m. when his friend and fellow- 
occupant, Marquis George de Vis- 
delou, drove away in his automo- 
bile and returned 15 minutes later. 

De Marigny said he asked the 
marquis to take his Maltese cat, 
“Grisou,” upstairs because the ani- 
mal was annoying him. Then, De 
Marigny said, he slept until sun- 
rise. 

Fresh in the minds of the jurors 
as they listened to the account was 
the testimony of the defendant’s 
next-door neighbor, Howard Light- 
bourne.

Navy To Build 


Super Carriers 
For Bombers 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(#)— 
Three super aircraft carriers, ca- 
pable of carrying big two-engined 
bombers, will be built by the 
United States Navy, Secretary of 
the Navy Knox announced today. 


The carriers, of 45,000 tons re- 
placement, will be the largest 
ships of their type in the world, 
Knox said. 

Knox said construction 
will be started” on two of the 
three huge carriers. Asked at a 
press conference to explain the 
use of the word “soon,” he said it 
means “right away.” 

The keel of the third carrier 
will be laid next year, he said. 


“They are generally in response 
to the steady growth in size of 
planes,” Knox said. 


He explained that the carriers, 
to be known as “CVB’s,” will pro- 
vide greater protection than ever 
before was used on an aircraft car- 
rier, both in armament and in ar- 
mor plating. 

“They will afford a combination 
of protection and speed and have 
a capacity to handle larger planes 
and more of them than any ship 
ever launched,” he said. 

Asked about the designation 
“CVB,” Knox explained the “B’’ 
can be interpreted as standing 
merely for “big,” and the letters 
“CV” are the Navy designation 
for aircraft carriers. 

“Would it be a good idea to call 
these battle carriers?” Knox was 
asked. 

“That might be appropriate,” he 
replied. 

Construction of aircraft carriers 
of the Essex type—25,000-tonners 
now being built swiftly, requires 
approximately 12 months from 
the date of the keel laying. Asked 
about probable construction time 
of the new giants, Knox said he 
could give no estimates, but add- 
ed, “in all types of construction 
we have found many ways of 
speeding up and undoubtedly that 
will continue.” 

Two of the CVB’s, Knox said, 
will be built at the Newport News 
Shipbuilding & Drydock Company 
yards, Newport News, Va., and 
the other at the Navy yard in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Names for the ships have not 
been selected nor has the exact 
date for the keel layings been de- 
termined. Knox said that ship- 
ways to handle such large vessels 
were readily available. 

The carriers, the Navy said, 
“will be the base of operations for 
planes larger than any which 
heretofore have operated from the 
decks of aircraft carriers.”

Florida Well 
Strikes Oil 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—(P)— 
Wallace Pratt, geologist and vice 
president of the Standard Oil 
Company (New Jersey) today an- 
nounced successful completion of 
an oil well in the Everglades 
swamp in Collier county, Fla., 
northwest of Miami. 

Pratt said this was the first pro- 
ducing well on the eastern sea- 
board, and said that oil was en- 
countered at 11,700 feet. 

“The success of this well may 
be taken as evidence of the pos- 
sible extension of the rich gulf 
coast oil producing region east- 
ward through Alabama, Georgia 
and much of Florida,” Pratt stated. 

The northern and _ western 
shores of the Gulf of Mexico, run- 
ning from Corpus Christi, Texas, 
to southern Mississippi have long 
been one of the most productive 
oil regions in North America, and 
Pratt said that many geologists 
have believed the northeastern 
coast of the gulf would ultimately 
produce oil. 

Oil in the new well, Pratt stated, 
has risen to within a few hundred 
feet of the surface, and 400 bar- 


jJrels of crude, mixed with salt 


water, have been bailed out. The 
oil is jet black of a heavy crude 
type and is high in fuel ¢ontent. 

Pratt added that although it was 
too early to estimate the size of 
the well, it was a discovery of 
timely importance in a period of 
declining oil discoveries ‘in the 
United States.

Burley Growers Vote 


Today on Crop Control 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 22.—(/)— 
Growers of burley tobacco—a type 
which makes up more than half 
of the average cigaret—will vote 
in an Agricultural Adjustment 
Agency referendum tomorrow on 
proposals to continue government- 
al planting and marketing controls 
on their crop. 

Continuation of the control pro- 
gram, which has been in effect 
three years, is favored by the 
War Food Administration to pre- 
vent the diversion of too much 
land from production of essential 
foods. 

The tobacco growers will ballot 
on two seperate proposals. One 
would continue marketing quotas 
for the crops of 1944, 1945, and 
1946. The other would re-establish 
quotas for 1944 only. The propo- 
sals must be approved by at least 
two-thirds of the growers voting. 

Under the 1944 farm program 
outlined by the WFA, growers of 
burley tobacco will be allowed to 
plant 20 per cent more land to 
the crop than this year. 

Some burley tobacco is grown in 
extreme north Georgia counties.

Japs Levelled

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Sat- 
urday, Oct. 23.—(4) — General 
MacArthur’s airforce dropped a 
record single day’s load of 221 
tons of bombs on the Japanese 
jungle strong point 15 miles north- 
west of Finschhafen from which 


the enemy is striving to hack a 
path of escape to the New. Guinea 
coast, a headquarters spokesman 
said today. 

This fiery aerial assault was 
directed at the Sattelberg mis- 
sion area, where the Japanese in 
considerable force are attempt- 
ing to avoid the peril presented 
by Australian forces on two sides. 

The resultant explosions and 
fires virtually leveled the enemy- 
occupted area. 

Reinforcements which the Japa- 
nese painstakingly had moved 
from the north through the jun- 
gles were hit heavily by the 
Thursday raid, made in daylight 
by a considerable force of Libera- 
tors. 

Even so, the growing battle was 
expected to assume still larger 
proportions in a triangular sector, 
five miles in length, chosen by 
the Japanese for the operation. 

The bomb weight, particularly 
large when the almost pinpoint 
target is considered, was the 
heaviest ever unloaded in a single 
day’s attack on New Guinea, al- 
though it was exceeded by the 
350 tons dropped on the much 
larger target of Rabaul, New 
Britain, on — 12.

Hitler Kidnap Plot 
Charged by Germans

22.—(AP)—The German high command 


charged today that King Vittorio Emanuele and Marshal Ba- 
doglio, of Italy, had plotted to lure Adolf Hitler to Italy, 


kidnap him and turn him over 
Mussolini. 

Quoting Italian military “docu- 
ments,” the high command charg- 
ed that Marshal Badoglio had in- 
vited Hitler to Italy to confer with 
him and the King. 

“The invitation was refused 
coolly,” said the German news 
agency in a broadcast recorded by | 
the ministry of information. “It | 
came at a time when the hand- 
ing over of the Duce was decided 
and sealed. Today it is known that. 
the King and Badoglio arranged | 
with the enemy to place into his | 
hands the Fuehrer as well as the | 
Duce.” 


Mussolini Escape. 

Prime Minister Churchill dis- 
closed on September 21 that the 
Badoglio government had planned 
to keep Premier Mussolini in Al- 
lied hands, but that he had been 
allowed to escape, with the aid | 
of German parachutists, by Ital- 
ian caribinieri who “failed in 
their duty” to guard him.

Food for Starving Europe 

With little publicity attending its effort, the 
United States Office of Foreign Relief and Re- 
habilitation continues to accumulate stocks of 
food to follow the Allied armies into Europe, 
according to plans formulated by the govern- 
ment. With our abundant production this 
course is causing-« small sacrifice on our part. 
In England the story is different for, out of 
her meager supply, and with civilian appor- 
tionments cut to a low point, government 
agencies are accumulating a vast stock of all 
kinds of food to be added to American com- 
mitments for feeding many niillion Europeans 
while they are preparing to feed themselves. 

Personnel of the Anglo-American organiza- 
tions to handle this great problem already has 
been largely formed, it is understood, and is 
now completing its specialized training for the 
work ahead. It is possible RAF and United 
States bombers will be employed, along with 
gliders, to distribute some of the food, for the 
urgency of getting nourishment and medicines 
t certain particularly hard-hit populations is 
great. 

While it is quite certain the United States 
will provide more of this relief than Britain, 
the latter has already allocated and stored up 
uilions of bushels of wheat and other grains, 
thousands of tons of tea, cocoa and coffee, 
millions of beef and mutton carcases, and an 
impressive list of other vital foodstuffs in 
great bulk. Special cakes of energy-giving 
chocolate com@ounds, meat essences. vitamized 
tablets and biscuits will be among the first 
items to go. Arrangements are now being made 
for the allocation ef supplies to convoys follow- 
ing the assault forces. 

There have been times, now safely in the 
past, when reserve food depots in England 
were not far from empty and for the country 
to build up its present huge stocks allocated

of Foods.

Pyle on the Screen , 

Ernie Pyle, whose dispatches from the war 
fronts in North Africa and Sicily made him 
the most popular writer among all American 
war correspondents, has written a book which 
is, currently, enjoying sensational sales, It Is 
called “Here Is Your War.” 

Now comes news from New York that the 
motion picture rights to the book have been 
bought and, in due course, there will be a 
screen feature made from it. Which will un- 
doubtedly be as popular as Pyle’s dispatches. 

The reason for Pyle’s popularity is that he 
writes of men in the ranks, personally. He 
brings home to us here the day-by-day life of 
the average soldier in a fighting army. He 
paints in words a picture of the experiences 
and reactions of the G. I. Joes more vivid 
than any other. 

It is reported that, in signing the contract 
for the making of the picture, Pyle insisted on 
certain conditions, chief of which is that his 
own role shall not be emphasized above those 
of others. 

And, perhaps most important of all to 
readers of The Constitution, Pyle is leaving, 
at once, for overseas to take up his war 
reporting where he left off when it became 
necessary for him to take a month’s furlough 
home. 

The Pyle columns appear in The Constitu- 
tion and their renewal will be awaited with 
eager anticipation by every reader of this paper. 


Nazi Booby Traps 

United States, British and Canadian soldiers 
thought they had met with »very sort of Nazi 
booby trap in the North African and Sicilian 
campaigns, but the Italian advance has dis- 
closed that when the Nazi turns tail in battle 
and “advances backward” he is capable of more 
tricks than Bret Hart’s famed “heather Chinee.” 

Veteran engineers who went through the 
campaigns of North Africa and Sicily assert 
that new equipment as well as hundreds of 
new methods of concealing their presence have 
been discovered in the Italian advance. The 
volume and size of the minefields have in- 
creased and it is necessary.for thorough search 
and “delousing,” as it is termed, before. it is 
safe for troops to advance. . 

Apple trees and grape vines are heavy with 
fruit now, and the most natural thing is for 
a soldier in passing to grab an apple or bunch 
of grapes; frequently that is sudden death, as 
the Germans attach trip wires to the branches 
that hang near the roads, and those wires 
are attached to concealed explosives. It is 
raining now in Italy and the Germans have 
left many cozy foxholes and shed. in which a 
weary infantryman may take shelter, but they 
do not neglect to leave some booby trap that 
blows up when _ touched. 

Similar traps have been left in Naples on a 
large scale. There are few large buildings suit- 
able for Army administration offices, and al- 
most no hotels or barracks left undamaged; 
but curiously enough some are absolutely in- 
tact—just the place to move in and start work 
without delay. Virtually every one of these 
have been found trapped or left with fused 
mines in the basement, closets or other places. 

Apparently a retreating German force is as 
dangerous as when it stands and puts up a 
battle. It is still a long way to Berlin, and it 
is certain every mile of the road will hide many 
death traps. 


Button of Honor 

Approval of special, government-issued but- 
tons for men and women who have been honor- 
ably discharged from the services, is simply 
just, though delayed, recognition of an em- 
barrassing position in which many loyal Amer- 
icans have be&n placed. 

Too often men of draft age have suffered 
sneers of the unthinking, merely because they 
were in civilian clothes, although they had 
already been honorably discharged from Army 
or Navy. | 

A simple, official button showing their status 
would immediately protect them against unjust 
criticism. 

Furthermore, the button should be issued 
to those who have met every requirement for 
service yet have been rejected by draft board 
or Arnty examining board, for good reason. No 
man or woman who has fulfilled all obligations 
to serve, in so far as individually able, should 
be left without visible evidence to that effect. 

The Army-Navy personnel board has ap- 
proved the new lapel button, for those honor- 
ably discharged. All that now remains is for 
some proper authority to approve a similar 
button for those rejected for the services, 
through no fault of their own.

WASHINGTON PARADE

NOT NEW IDEA WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—In groping for a 

grudge candidate to settle his pet peeve 
with President Roosevelt, Westbrook Pegler, the columnist, has hit 
upon the name: of General George Marshall, Army chief of staff, 
as a man whom the Republicans might give mature consideration. 


Pegler, in presenting the chief of staff as 
a presidential possibility, manifests all of the 


enthusiasm of a man with an original thought. 
It was as though he had thought of the thing 
for the frist time and was hastening to get his 
idea into print, hopeful of the political sabotage 
it might create among the New Dealers, whom 
he hates so intemperately. 

It is no reflection on Mr. Pegler’s political 
sagacity to point out, however, that the Re- 
publicans thought of it first. The thing has 
been incubating in Washington for some time. 

Some forlorn Republican, viewing the 1944 
prospects with utter hopelessness, conceived of 
the idea some time back and immediately set 
out to sell it to other party patriots. The thing 

did take root in its earlier conception, although it actually never got 
beyond the most preliminary of stages. 

Sponsors of the idea never were quite able to muster the courage 
to approach General Marshall directly on the question. The furthest 
they got was to make inquiries along the fringe of his close asso- 


ciates. 

NOT A CHANCE! But the reaction they received from these 
sources was enough to discourage any fur- 

ther efforts in that direction. It was sufficient to scotch the idea 

completely. General Marshall’s attitude was represented to be such 

that anyone bent on a political mission would hardly dare to take 

the matter up with him personally. 

Those who made the initial feelers brought word back to the 
Republican hopefuls that, if the proposition of becoming a presi- 
dential candidate were presented to the chief of staff, his answer 
would be about as blunt and brash as that of General Phil Sheri- 
dan, of Civil War fame, when approached to become a candidate 
against his old commander-in-chief, President Grant. 

Sheridan, according to the historians, is reported to have re- 
plied that he was not a candidate, that he would not accept the 
nomination if tendered him, and that he would refuse to serve if 
elected. Nothing could have been more unequivocal. 

General Marshall, those close to him say, is of a like frame of 
mind. He has no political ambitions whatever. His only desire is 
to render the nation the best service he is capable of during the 
great war upon us and, after his assignment is completed, to retire 
to the Virginia countryside, where he has acquired a modest estate 
on which he hopes to spend his last days. 

Moreover, the able chief of staff

’ is said to recognize the elements 


of moral and political sabotage which have inspired the suggestion 
that he become the Republican candidate for President against 
Mr. Roosevelt, his present commander-in-chief. 

Never having been a politico in any sense of the word, with no 
attachments to either party, he must realize, as his friends say he 
does, that any campaign put forward in connection with his name 
would be an attempt, pure and simple, to exploit the military 
record he is just beginning to make in the present war. 

The fact that Pegler, with all of his bitter hatred and uncon- 
scionable criticism of the Roosevelt administration, should be 
among the first to openly propose the Marshall candidacy is evi- 
dence enough on the score of its sinister origin. There are just 
some people who apparently would rather lose the war than see 
Roosevelt re-elected. 


SELFISHNESS AND HATE To accomplish the defeat of the 
President they would be willing 


to take chances on breaking down the morale of our fighting forces. 
That sort of implication is involved in proposals for making the 
chief of staff an opposition candidate for President. 

It is not that the people sponsoring such an idea have any 
interest in promoting General Marshall for his splendid efforts thus 
far. They are guided entirely by selfish political interests, plus 
the hatred they hold in their hearts for the President. 

Fortunately for the country, the nation has as its chief of staff 
a man who is not susceptible to the flattery of political self-seekers. 
General Marshall, there are reasons to believe, would no more 
think of lending himself to such a nefarious scheme than he would 
of resigning his post in the midst of battle. 

Members of congress and other government officals, both here 
and abroad, who have had occasion to come in close contact with 
him during his direction of the war effort, have expressed no hesi- 


_ tancy in rating him as the most capable military leader this country 


has ever produced. He would not have been projected for the 
supreme command of Allied global commander if he were not 
thought of as he is. 


POLITICALLY INEPT Pegler, who undoubtedly is one of 

the country’s ablest commentators 
from the standpoint of style and ability to express himself enter- 
tainingly, is utterly inept as a political reporter. His political writings 
are about on a par with what might be expected of a church corre-

If you are of the type which has 
no sense of humor whatsoever and 


therefore take every little thing 
seriously, please read no further. 

But, if you appreciate a people 
who can poke a joke at themselves 
and thus get a laugh, you’d appre- 
ciate the article to which I refer. 

It goes on to say that, if indi- 
vidual depression came easily in 
wartime Britain there are some 
special classes of the British pub- 
lic who would, undoubtedly, be 
tragically depressed. And then it 
lists them. 


Those Who 


Are Depressed. 

First on the list are the pipe- 
smokers. Why? Because the quan- 
tity of matches available in Brit- 
ain today is only half the prewar 
number. And, if you are not a 
regular, registered customer at a 
store, you probably can’t get a 
match at all. For the shopkeeper 
naturally saves his limited supply 
for his regular patrons. 

Think of those pipe-smokers 
who have been in the habit of 
using a dozen or more matches to 
one pipefull of tobacco. Tragic, 
isn’t it? 

Then there are those who are 
afraid of getting too wet if they 
go out in the rain. New raincoats 
have long been scarce, there is no 
rubber to be spared for overshoes 
and the umbrella production has 
dropped to about one per 100 in- 
habitants, per year. And the few 
available sell for from $16 to $21 
each, Imagine. And in London, 


where local patriots proudly pro- 
claim it never rains more than 300 
days in the year! 

Suppose you are a bride-to-be 
in Britain. Shed a tear for all 
such girls, for the only wedding 
rings now made there are so- 
called “utility” rings with gold 
content not over nine carats. Even 
these do not equal, in supply, the 
demand. Half a million more are 
scheduled for manufacture in the 
next 12 months. 

But no matter how worshipful 
the groom may be, he can’t do 


better than a nine-carat ring for 
his bride, nowadays, and is lucky 
to get one of those. 


What, No 
Egg-Whisks! 

Egg-whisks, those wire con- 
traptions for beating an egg for 
an omelet, are no longer made, 
The British Board of Trade bru- 
tally tells complainers to “use a 
fork.” If they can find an egg 
to beat. Rationed egg allowance 
comes to about one rer month 
per person, 

Furthermore, cooking utensils 
are down to about one-third the 
prewar output and the quality is 
way off. The new ones rust, 
blacken and just don’t last. An- 
other tragedy. 

And then there is shoe polish. 
Although the output of this com- 
modity has not been reduced, 
much, the way the British and 
American armies delight in keep- 
ing their shoes shining, coupled 
with Army priority rights, leaves 
practically no shoe polish for ci- 
vilians. Army boots must glitter, 
even though civilians look like 
bums! 

And, for the girls, there is the 
problem of bobby pins. Produc- 
tion now is only 10 per cent of 
the prewar rate. And they can’t 
tie up their hair with ribbon. 
There just isn’t any ribbon at all. 
Hence, resort to the untrammeled 
hair-do styles. 

Milking 
In the Dark. 

Kerosene priorities are so strict 
there isn’t any to be used in stable 
lanterns. Which means, when 
winter comes, milking in the barn 
will have to be done in the dark. 
Pity the poor milkmaids. 

Finally, if you travel in England 
at all, you’ll be cold this winter. 
The railroads are not going to 
waste a pound of coal, unneces- 
sarily, in heating trains or waiting 
rooms. Just keep your heavy un- 
derwear on and likewise with 
your overcoat. 

Those are samples of the de- 
privations at which the British 
laugh. 

If you want an honest laugh 
at yourself, make up your own 
list of the things the war has 
made you do without.

Their pay is at the rate of 
$1,320 a year for those six months 
and after their group insurance 
and income taxes are checked off 
they get about $21.50 a week to 
take home out of which, of 
course, they have to buy their 
meals when on duty. At the end 
of the probationary period, they 
are raised to $2,000 a year which, 
minus the deductions, leaves them 
about $35 a week. Thereafter they 
rise by stated amounts to a max- 
imum of $3,000 a year after five 
years unless they are promoted.

Henry Grady would have loved it all. He would have liked to

lighted to find many of them had come from 
Georgia cotton fields to become builders of 

ships. 

The women, I know, would have interested 
him. In Grady’s time the women still were 
regarded as fragile creatures who should be 
protected from all the realities of life. This was 
strange, too, since the women of the south had 
but recently demonstrated an ability to run 
plantations and keep supplied a Confederate 
army through four years of war. 

He would have liked these women in over- 
alls and jumpers. He would have liked the fact 
their hair-do, seen when the welders’ helmets 
were pushed back, were modern and stylish. 
He might fave been puzzled over the varnished 

fingernails on hands holding a hissing welder’s torch which was 
doing things to thick plates of steel. 

But he would have liked them because they are vital and very 
real and very much alive. 

And he would have asked, as ] was impelled to ask, thinking 
of what he would have liked to know just how well the women 
did as welders and riveteers. 

And Frank Dunn would have told him they were as good as 
men and he would have mentioned Sue Tumlin and Grady would 
have said let’s find Sue. 

We found Sue Tumlin. She was at work on one of the plat- 
forms. Her helmet and mask covered her head. Her torch was 
busy welding together a part of one of the big deck houses. 

A BIT SHY § Frank Dunn, public relations man, saw her fore- 
man and he saw Sue. She stood up when he 
touched her shoulder, pushed back her mask and looked toward us. 

She came over. I wish the people of America could see the 
people who work in these yards here in the south. Most of them 
are a bit shy. Most of them came from farms and small towns. 

Sue Tumlin is from Atlanta. We picked her because Dunn said 
she was the best welder in the yards—that she could beat any man 
on the yards. 

Sue Tumlin came here from Atlanta.

near Cornelia. “I’m a country girl,” she said shyly. We talked. 

“I wasn’t doing anything about the war,” she said. “I didnt 
have any brothers in the war.

I feel | am doing something.” 

“What about after the war? Will you and the other girls want 
to keep working at some sort of job, or will you want to get back 
home and maybe have one of your own?” 

“I want to go back home,” she said. “Maybe I will get mar- 
ried,” she said shyly, “I don’t know. But I will want a home and 
I think most of the girls will too. This is wartimes and we know 
it won't always be like that.” 

Grady would have liked her and the others like her. 

A great many of the men here were tenant and cropper farm- 
ers. Others were small farmers with mortgages and worn-out soil 
and no money to rebuild it. Many have invested in war bonds. 
You ask them what they plan after the war and most of them will 
tell you they are going to buy themselves a piece of good land and 
farm. The soil never really gets out of a man. 

For me there was a great thrill, of 
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course, in seeing a Liberty ship, 


named for The Atlanta Constitution’s great editor of more than 
half a century ago, slide down the ways into the waters of Ogle- 
thorpe bay. 

Grady is not a tradition. He is very much alive in Georgia, 
and because of him and his associates The Constifution has never 
been content to do anything else but to Keep working hard at 
serving Georgia and the south, not to rest on the Grady tradition 
and the Evan P. Howell tradition, but to carry them on. 

There was a thrill, too, in seeing the many, many Georgia men 
and women who built the ship. There are more than a thousand 
Atlanta men and women here at work in these yards. There are 
a few more thousand from Georgia. All had a hand in building 
the Henry W. Grady. They were proud, too. You could see it 
on their faces and hear it in their cheers as the ship went into the 
bce of the bay and stood there proudly ready for the bigger job 
ahead. 

Think of all the stories that will be told in the years ahead 
when fathers and mothers tell their children of the days when 
they built ships. It will go on and on and many a grandson and 
great-grandson of the future will be proud of the family tradition 
— once they had a great-grandmother who welded steel to build 
ships. 

I hope the gods of the seven seas will grant the Henry Grady 
a place in the tradition of the future so that the ship may be a 
part of the tradition.

PORTABLE PIPELINE 

Sidney A. Smith, manager of 
the products pipeline department 
| of the Shell Oil Company, design- 
'ed and developed the portable 
| pipeline used by the U. S. Army to 
carry petroleum products to the 
| battlefront in the North African 
| and Sicilian campaigns. 
| When World War II broke out, 
| Mr. Smith began to consider the 
| petroleum transportation difficul- 
ties which an army would face 
_in conducting a “blitz” war. When 
'his plans for a portable pipeline 
'were completed they were used 
| for experimental purposes in the 
middle west. Soon there arose a 
| problem of oil transportation over 
‘the Burma road. The Smith plan 
| was accepted by the Chinese Sup- 
plies Corporation interest, and ap- 
| plication was made for the requir- 
ed steel under lend-lease. 

A 1,000-mile of pipe ordered for 
| China were diverted to North Afri- 
ca because in the meantime the 

Burma Road had been lost. At 
least four portable pipelines were 
in use in North Africa in the re- 
‘cent campaign and they contrib- 
uted much to the Allied victory 
‘in Tunisia. The rapid advance 
of the Allied Forces in Sicily was 
possible only because petroleum 
products through the use of the 
portable pipeline were able to fol- 


low the advance.
